Red Radio Announcement. 

(The Red radio at Peiping said 
Canton was “liberated” when 
Communist forcea marched into 
the city from the north last night. 


The broadcast, heard in San Fran- 
cisco, also reported Red occupa- 
.tion today of Samshui, 25 miles 
“west of Canton. This, the radio 
said, is the “strategic gateway to 
Kwangsi province.”) 

Hong Kong was flooded with re- 
ports of Canton’s occupation, but 
full details were not available be- 
cause normal communications 
have not been restored. 

One of the last reports from 
Canton before the Reds arrived 
gaid the fetreating Nationalists 
blew up the civilian and military 
airports and the famed Honan 
bridge across the Pearl river, 
which flows through the city. The 
tremendous blasts were said to 
have caused an undetermined 
mumber of cas’ -lIties, shattered 
windows and destroyed power 
lines: 

Nationalist reconnaissance pilots 
reported that black palls of smoke 
from burning airports and mili- 
tary depots obscured Canton as 
the Communists marched in. 

Hong Kong Calm. 

Communist troops slashed down 
the Canton-Kowloon railway lead- 
ing to the mainland borders of 
the British crown colony. Hong 
Kong calmly awaited the ap- 
proach of the Reds, expected 
sometime tonight. No trouble was 
expected. 

Military dispatches reported the 
Communists occupied the big East 
river rail town of Sheklung, 35 
miles southeast of Canton, early 
today. By mid-morning they were 
at Cheungmiktau, another rail 
town only 20 miles from the. Brit- 
ish frontier. 

Unconfirmed reports said Com- 
munist guerrillas had occupied 
geveral points along the 14-mile 
border. 

More than 32,000 British troops 
were on guard in a broad security 
belt just south of the frontier. 
They were bac“ed with tanks, ar- 
tillery, naval power and air cover. 

Nationalists in Flight. 

Nationalist troops garrisoning 
the Kowloon border last night be- 
gan withdrawing in the familiar 
pattern just enacted by Canton’s 
defenders and before that at 
Shanghai, Nanking and many an- 
other city. They fled westward, 
apparently hoping to escape by 
pea. 

The fate of the 80,000 Nationalist 
troops who had garrisoned Canton 
was not known. The city’s fall im- 
posed a virtual news blackout on 
the progress of their retreat. 

Communist announcements prob- 
ably will be the first word on how 
successful was the Red effort to 
trap them. The bulk of the gar- 
rison fled west from Canton. Only 
a few succeeded in escaping by 
boat down the Pearl river to Hai- 
nan island and Formosa.

Coy designed.

A Foreign Ministry spokesman, 
announcing Rajk’s death, said two 
other men sentenced with the for- 
mer Foreign Minister also were 
hanged. All three had confessed 
before a five-judge people’s court 
that they plotted to overthrow 
Hungary's Communist Govern- 
ment with American help and 
substitute for it a Government 
which would bow to Premier Mar- 
shal Josip (Tito) Broz of Yugo- 
slavia. 

Confirmation of Sentences. 

Their trial ended Sept. 24. The 
death sentences were confirmed 
only yesterday by the Court of 
Appeals. The same court last 
July confirmed the sentence of 
life imprisonment imposed on 
Cardinal Josef Mindszenty on 
treason charges. 

The Rajk trial was followed by 
an immediate upheaval against 
Yugoslavia among Hungary’s 
Cominform neighbors. Russia, 
five days after the trial ended, 
scrapped its 20-year mutual aid 
treaty with Tito, citing the evi- 
dence and confessions adduced in 
the Rajk trial. Other Cominform 
countries took the same step. A 
purge, attributed by some sources 
to the testimony in the Rajk case, 
is now going on in Czechoslovakia. 

(Tito’s Government declared the 
evidence was faked, and the 
Americans named in the testimony 


unanimously denied any connec- 
tion with the alleged plot.) 
Rajak, who once headed Hun- 


terior Minister, refused to ask for 
clemency, but his defense attorney 
took the plea to the Court of Ap- 
peals anyway. 
appeals, the court said: 

“The sentences passed upon 
Rajk and his accomplices ex- 
pressed the will of the working 
people. We find no alleviating 
circumstances which are not al- 
ready considered by the lower 
court, These defendants intended 
to harm the republic and all 
charges against them were 
proved.” 

The defense attorneys then 
asked that the appeals be for- 
warded to the Hungarian Presi- 
dential Council, the nation’s su- 
preme judicial authority. The 
Foreign Ministry announced today 
that these pleas were not for- 
warded, since the appeals court 
already had ruled the sentences 
just. 

Those hanged with Rajk, the 
Foreign Ministry spokesman said, 
were Dr. Tibor Szoenyi, 46, di- 
rector of the cadre. system of the 
Hungarian Communist party, and 
Andras Szalai, 32, Szoenyi’s dep- 
uty. 

A highly reliable source said 
the executions were carried out 
at 6 a.m. today. 

The appeals court yesterday 
also confirmed prison terms pro- 
nounced against three other of 
Rajk’s co-defendants. Lazar Bran- 
kov, a Yugoslav who had been 
counsellor of the Yugoslav lega- 
tion in Budapest, and Pal Justus, 
former vice president of the Hun- 
garian radio, got life sentences. 
Milan Ognyenovic, a Hungarian 
citizen of Serbian origin, got nine 
years. The government said he 
was a spy for Yugoslavia. 

Two Not Yet Sentenced. — 

Two other defendants—Lt. Gen. 
Gyorgy Palffy, former chief of 
the Hungarian Army, and ‘Bela 
Korondy, a former major—remain 
to be sentenced. Their cases were 
turned over by the people’s court 
to a military tribunal. 

All the defendants were charged, 
in addition to treason, with espio- 
nage and with plotting to assassi- 
nate Hungarian leaders, including 
Matyas Rakosi, the No. 1 man in 
Hungarian Communism. All the 
defendants confessed freely. 

(Tito declared on Oct. 3 that 
Russia had used “some monstrous 
method” to extort confessions 
from the defendants. 

(“You saw everything went as it 
should at the trial,” he declared. 
“I do not know how one gets 
people to accuse themselves as

Backers of high-level Government 
price supports for major farm 
crops won out today in a Senate- 
House conference, 


The 14-member group, consist- 
ing of séven each from,the Senate 
and House, voted 11 td 3 in favor 
of keeping price props at 90 per 
cent of parity whenever controls 
over planting and marketing ap- 
ply to the six basic crops. These 
are cotton, wheat, corn, tobacco, 
rice and peanuts. Parity is a price 
computed to give a farm product 
the same _ relative purchasing 
power it had in a past favorable 
period. 

Tobacco already had been as- 
sured of 90 per cént supports un- 
der both the Senate and House 
bills. Conferees said the action— 
still subject to approval by both 
the Senate and House — gives 
gives about the same treatment to 
the five other crops.

Van Roden of Pennsylvania for 
“publicizing” reports of mishand- 
ling of Nazi war criminals by 
Americans “without corroborating 


the facts” is contained in the re- 
port of the Senate Armed Services 


subcommittee on the Malmedy 
massacre cases, made public yes- 
terday. 

Van Roden was a member of 
the so-called Simpson Commission 
named in 1948 by Secretary of De- 
fense Kenneth Royall to inquire 
into charges that brutality was 
employed by American Army in- 
terrogators to force confessions 
from Nazi storm troopers accused 
of the Malmedy massacre, The 
Nazi massacre of captured and 
unarmed American G.1’s took 
place after the Battle of the 
Bulge, at Malmedy, Belgium, in 
December 1944. 

“Does Us All a Disservice.” 

The Simpson Commission was 
headed by Judge Gordon A. Simp- 
son of Texas. It recommended 
that the 12 death sentences in the 
Malmedy cases be commuted to 
life imprisonment. In its current 
inquiry, the Armed Services sub- 
committee said Simpson told it 

categorically in his opinion there 
had been no physical mistreat- 
ment of the accused Germans. 
Van Roden, on the other hand, 
“violently attacked” practically all 
phases of the pre-trial examina- 
tion of the Nazis by the Ameri- 
can prosecution staff, in his ap- 
pearance before the subcommittee. 

The subcommittee, headed by a 

Republican, Senator Raymond 
Baldwin of Connecticut, further 
made public in its report a letter 
sent to an Army official by Simp- 
son this year in.which he said, 
in part: 
“Judge Van Roden and I got to 
be very good friends indeed, and I 
felt greatly disappointed when I 
reed ih newspapers and periodi- 
cals the very extreme statements 
he had been making, statements 
which were based upon allegations 
rather than proof. He was cer- 
tainly not being helpful nor con- 
structive i@ any sense, and I re- 
peat that in my opinion he does 
us all a disservice.” 

The Baldwin subcommittee dis- 
closed that the Simpson Commis- 
sion, in its on-the-spot inquiry in 
Germany, had failed to question 
a single member of the American 
‘ pre-trial investigation team or any 
members of the prosecution staff. 
But, said the subcommittee, the 
commission did hear defense coun- 
sel, both American and German, 
and it also heard religious leaders 
and many others sympathetic to 
the defendants. 

Van Roden, the report went on, 
subsequently made a number of 
speeches in this country on the 
subject, and collaborated in ar- 
ticles in which he stated as fact 
that the American interrogators 
tortured, beat and abused the de- 
fendants until their confessions 
were secured. 

Charges Discredited. 

As has been told, the subcom- 
mittee report, approved unan- 
imously by the full Armed Serv- 
4ces Committee, generally gave the 
Army a clean bill of health in its 
handling of the Malmedy cases. It 
did report evidence of isolated 
cases of defendants having been 
“pushed around,” and verified the 
use of mock trials to get confes- 
sions, but discredited widely-pub- 
licized reports of beatings, starva- 
tion rations, threats and promises 
of immunity in order to get con- 
fessions. 

The speeches made by Van 
Roden, said the subcommittee, 
“were picked up by an organization 
called the National Council for 
the Prevention of War. “Since 
that time,” it went on, “which was 
‘December 1948, this organization 
has through every media possible, 
publicized these charges. 

“The subcommittee heard both 
Judge Van Roden and representa- 
tives of the National Council, and 
in fact had them on the stand at 
the same time. The only impres- 
sion that could be arrived at, after 
listening to that discussion, was 
that there was so much conflict 
fn their testimony that the sub- 
“committee believes it has secured 
the whole truth from neither of 
the witnesses.” 

Simpson Group Criticized. 

The report bluntly criticized the 
Simpson Commission, saying its 
inquiry had been incomplete and 
its conclusions unsound. As to 
Van Roden, it said specifically that

NEW YORK, Oct. 15 (AP) 
HE Voice of America is 
broadcasting news of the 
conviction of 11 top Ameri- 

can Communist leaders to na- 
tions throughout the world. 

Shortly after the United States 
District Court jury yesterday 
found the 11 guilty of plotting 
to advocate violent overthrow 
of the Government, the State 
Department radio began send- 
ing out short-wave reports ‘in 
22 languages. 

The broadcasts included com- 
mentaries on the case, one of 
which said in part: “The con- 
trast between Communits jus- 
tice and democratic justice 
speaks for itself. The Ameri- 
can Communists have availed 
themselves of every defense in 
the arsenal of democratic law, 
while an American judge bent 
over backwards to see that 
they got their rights.” 


ment” in publicizing allegations 
made by German witnesses who 
were found by the subcommittee 
to be confirmed liars and crim- 
inals. Moreover, the subcommit- 
tee said it found that to a marked 
degree the Nazi defendants were 
“involved in a conspiracy to avoid 
the consequences of the acts in 
which they had participated.” 
Commenting again on Van Ro- 
den’s writings and speeches, the 
report declared: 

“There is no question that the 
publication of these charges has 
caused considerable anxiety in the 
minds of some Americans who 
may have read them, becouse they 
are so completely foreign to the 
American principles of fair play. 
Far more serious, however, is the 
effect that publication of these 
articles has had on our occupation 
forces in Germany. 

“There tehy have been accepted 
because of the cloak of authority 
given them by Judge Van Roden 
and various other prominent 
Ameritan officials who have ac- 
cepted his statements and the re- 
leases of the National Council for 
the Prevention of War as fact, 
and in turn have publicized them 
through their own efforts.” 
Anti-A.M.G. Move Suspected. 
The Senate group further de- 
clared that evidence indicates that 
efforts to discredit the Nazi war 
crimes trials are linked with a 
concerted plan to revive German 
nationalism by discrediting the 
American Military Government. It 
recommended that the Defense 
Department investigate the exist- 
ence of such a plan, and also to 
see whether this is only part of a 
large plan to bring Germany into 
closer relationship with the Soviet 
Union. 

Of the 73 Germans tried and 
convicted for the _ cold-blooded 
Malmedy massacre, six still face 
death sentences. None of the 73 
has been executed. 

Charges of mistreatment of the 
Nazis were carried to the Supreme 
Court in this country by Col. Wil- 
lis M. Everett, chief counsel for 
the defendants. At the time of the 
trials, only nine defendants took 
the stand in their own behalf, and 
of these only three alleged physical 
mistreatment while incarcerated 
at Schwabisch Hall, Germany. But 
16 months after the convictions, 
the subcommittee pointed out, 
practically every one of the ac- 
cused began to submit affidavits 
repudiating their former confes- 
sions and alleging “aggravated 
duress” of all types. 

The affidavits were secured by 
German attorneys, chiefly Dr. 
Eugen Leer, a defense lawyer at 
the trial, who presented them to 
investigating groups. “Many were 
so lurid in their claims,” said the 
Senator’s report, “as to shock even 
the most calloused reader.” 


Mock Trials Criticized. 
In addition to Baldwin, the sub- 
committee was composed of two 
Democratic Senators, Kefauver of 
Tennessee and Hunt of Wyoming. 
The three men spent. several 
weeks in Germany exhaustively 
interviewing Army personnel, Ger- 
man civilians and eye-witnesses. It

6. Beatings, kickings, torture 
and other brutality: The commit- 
tee found “little or no evidence to 
support a conclusion that there 
was physical mistreatment” by 
members of the American interro- 
gation team, in connection with 
efforts to secure confessions.

This bill would: Require Com- 
munists and Communist-front or- 
ganizations to register with the 
Attorney General; deny Govern- 
ment jobs to members of such or- 
ganizations, and require American 
Communists to sever their links 
with Communists international. 

It provides for a maximum fine 
of $10,000 and imprisonment up to 
10 years. 

Mundt said the bill would out- 
law secret activities by Com- 
munists and require them to “op- 
erate in the open,” 

“The Mundt-Nixon bill,” Mundt 
said, “makes Communists cut the 
umbilical cord binding them to 
Mother Russia or suffer the con- 
‘sequences for their disloyal and 
un-American activities.” 

There were differences of opin- 
ion, however, over whether a new 
law is needed to deal with Com- 
munists in this country. 

Another View. 

Cahirman Celler (Dem.), New 
York, of the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee, said that if the higher 
courts uphold the convictions, un- 
der the law against incitement to 
overthrow the Government by 
violence, “this would indicate that 
the law now is sufficient.” 

Some members voiced doubt 
that Congress, under the Constitu- 
tion, can outlaw the Communist 
party as such. 

Whatever its future, the. party 
has never polled much more than 
100,000 votes in the three presi- 
dential elections in which it put 
up its own candidates. 

The Communist party in this 
country was created shortly after 
World War I. It dropped its party 
label for a while during the last 
war, calling itself the Communist 
Political Association. After the war 
it threw out Leader Earl Browder 
and re-estatlished the party name. 

The Department of Justice has 
said there are about 70,000 card- 
carrying Communists in the coun- 
try, 52 per cent of them in New 
York and California. 

London Paper’s Comment. 

The Communist Daily Worker, 
of London, England, said the 
verdict has virtually made the 
party “illegal in the United 
States.” 

“For the first time in the his- 
tory of the United States,” said 
the Worker, “it has been declared 
a crime merely to be a member of 
the Communist party.” 

However, the Communist Daily 
Worker, in New York, said the 
party “has not been outlawed” and 
that the American people would 
defend its “absolutely constitu- 
tional right” to continue to func- 
tion. 

In an editorial for its weekend 
edition, the Worker said that “pro- 
Fascist forces” would use the de- 


cision for “further assaults” on 
American liberties, and added: 
“The press is already saying that 
this verdict outlaws the Commu- 
nist party, but this is not true, All 
such talk is intended to frighten 
the people.” 

Miss Elizabeth Gurley Flynn, a 
party national committee member, 
denied that the verdict would 
drive Communists underground. 
She said the party will still “op- 
erate as usual.” 

Appeal Planned. 


The case will be appealed to the

The verdict, conceived in the 
|Government’s indictment of July 
1948, and born in the labor of a 
historic and bitter nine-months 
trial, was perhaps destined to 
grow into one of the most im- 
portant single decisions in Amer- 
ican law.

A group of Lewis’s own miners 
voiced their opposition to the plan. 
The St. Michael (Pa.) UMW local

chief: “We believe a kitty should 
be raised to alleviate poverty in 
the mining fields first. Thé policy 
of advocating bread for every oth- 
er Johnny except Johnny Miner- 
can have no other effect than to 
demoralize the diggér. ... If you 
visit the coal regions the economic 
conditions would be self-evident 
that charity begins at home.” 

Observers noted also that the 
steel strike was putting a crimp 
in Lewis’s bargaining with the coal 
operators. As long as steel plants 
weren't shoveling coal into their 
huge furnaces, it left that much 
more for the more moderate users. 

The higher the coal stockpile 
stood, the longer the coal opera- 
tors could hold out against the 
miners’ demands. 

George H. Love, chief spokes- |

rejected both these conditions, ar- 
guing they would amount to inter- 
ference in Greece’s internal af- 
fairs. 

Russia Firm on Two Points. 

However, Malik was said to have 
insisted that Greece drop its 
claims to the Epirus region of Al- 
bania. He was reported to insist 
also on a rotating, rather than a 
permanent chairmanship for thrée 


Greece’s borders with Albania, 
Bulgaria and Yugoslavia. 

The U.N. conciliators, headed by 
General Assembly’ President Car- 
los P. Romulo, saw representatives 
of the four Balkan nations as well 
as the United States, Russia and 
Britain yesterday. 

Debate on Disarmament. 

In the Security Council, United 
States Delegate Warren R. Aus- 
tin declared the Soviet Union is 
completely opposed to any real 
plan for effective disarmament. 
He and five other members criti- 
cized a Soviet proposal for U.N. 
members to turn in information 
on the state of their armed forces 
and armaments, especially the 
atomic bomb. 

France, Canada, China, Norway 
and Cuba joined the United States 
in arguing such a count of weap- 
ons would be meaningless without 
inspection and verification of the 
figures.

EAST REICH STATE 
SENDS PLEDGE OF 
LOYALTY TO RUSSIA 


BERLIN, Oct. 15 (UP) — The 
new eastern German government 
pledged allegiance to Moscow to- 
day. The pledge was made in a 
message to Premier Joseph Stalin 
by President Wilhelm Pieck and 
Chancellor Otto Grotewohl in an- 
swer to Stalin’s note of congratu- 
lations. 

“We vow to you'to do every- 
thing possible so that the consid- 
erable forces in the German demo- 
cratic republic will be employed 
hereafter with increased determi- 
nation for the maintenance and 
consolidation of peace,” the mes- 
sage said. 

The message thanked Stalin for 
the Russian decision to turn its 
military government administra- 
tive functions over to the hew 
Communist - dominated German 
government. 

The message to Stalin was ap- 
proved at the first meeting of the 
newly named east German cabi- 
net, approved Thursday by the 
Communist-appointed legislature. 

The cabinet also approved the 
opening of negotiations for a 
trade agreement with Hungary. 
Similar agreements are expected 
to be sought with other Soviet 
satellite states. 


CZECH PURGE LINKED 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 (AP)—~ 
Gen. Omar N. Bradley was quoted 
today as saying that Russia now 
has 175 divisions under arms and 
could put 300 divisions into com- 
bat within 60 days. 

The chairman of the joint chiefs 
of staff gave this estimate of Rus- 
sia’s military strength, a Senator 


said, in urging the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee to approve 
the $1,314,010,000 foreign arms aid 
money bill. The appropriation and 
contract authorization measureé 
Was approved by the House ye> 
terday on a voice vote. 

“Bradley told us Russia could 
put 300 divisions into combat in 
60 days and could muster 502 divi- 
sions within a few months,” a 
committee member said. 

He quoteg@ Bradley as saying a 
total of $1,000,000,000 worth of 
arms for western Europe would 
be worth the cost if only to boost 
the morale of the European coun- 
tries. The General spent an hour 
with the committee discussing the 
Military situation in Europe. 

Bradley and other military lead- 
ers have estimated that Russia 
now has 5,000,000 men under arms. 
He testified at an earlier hearing 
that 50 Western Allied divisions 
could hold western Europe against 
attack and might be that deciding 
factor in turning the tide against 
an invasion. 

The House passed the bill only 
two hours after its Appropriations 
Committee recommended giving 
President Truman the full amount 
he asked for military assistance 
to foreign counfries, 

The bill provides one billion dol- 
lars to rearm the North Atlantic 
pact nations. The rest would go 
for arms to Greece, Turkey, Iran, 
Korea and the Philippines, plus 
$75,000,000 which President Tru- 
man could spend to aid National- 
ist China if he saw fit. 

Attached to the arms aid meas- 
ure was a $224,000,000 rider pro- 
viding funds for various Govern- 
ment agencies and for “urgent” 
military construction in Alaska 
and Okinawa.

Du Pont in War and Peace 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


I was much interested in reading Os- 
wald Graves’s letter in the Post-Dispatch 
of Sept. 20, regarding the goodness or 
badness of big business. In the hope that 
this is.a free-for-all discussion, there 
are a couple of points I'd like to make. 

Mr. Graves says, “Is du Pont’s bigness 
as good as Mr. Greenewalt (president of 
the company) says it is? He believes, 
as he puts it, in part ‘that bigness con- 
tributes its greatest public service when 
it performs those tasks for which it is 
uniquely suited’—that is, du Pont’s re- 
cent ability to supply America’s war 
needs.” 

It is to be noted that it is Mr. Graves, 
and not Mr. Greenewalt, who here at- 
tempts to explain the nature of the tasks 
for which this particular representative 
of big business is uniquely suited. He 
says it was to supply America’s war 
needs. 

Well, assuming—but just for the mo- 
ment—that Mr. Graves was right, it 
would seem to be not such an ignoble 
thing to do. It was fortunate for the 
United States that there were companies 
auch as du Pont available when we were 
attacked by the Axis. Had there not 
been, Mr. Graves. would almost certainly 
have been writing his letter to the 
Voelkisher Beobachter about the opera- 
tion of IG Farben, and for his pains 
would probably be sent to a concentra- 
tion camp. More plainly, we would have 
lost the war without big business, a fact 
which would seem to justify its existence 
in time of war. : 

But Mr. Graves is not right, by any 
means, Since the du Pont Co. was 
founded, in 1802, the United States has 
been engaged in war for just 14 years 
out of the 147, and it is hardly tenable to 
believe that any company could grow 
and thrive in those many peacetime 
years if its only mission was to furnish 
the country with materials of war. 

Nor need one confine oneself to that 
side of the argument. One need only 
mention nylon, neoprene, moistureproof 
cellophane, paints and lacquers, insecti- 
cides—and these are but a few of many 
~—-to show for what du Pont is “uniquely” 
auited. It is to develop and produce— 
if I may quote—‘“better things for better 
living, through chemistry.” 

Just one other point. Mr. Graves asks 
why the Allies have destroyed big busi- 
,\mess in Germany and Japan. The an- 
swer, is it not, is to keep those nations 
weak? Yet it is argued by those who 
favor such a course that breaking up big 
business here will keep America strong. 

e or the other must be wrong, and 
the experience of the past few years 
doesn’t make it appear that either Ger- 
many or Japan is thriving under this 
treatment. 3

Mr. Byrd’s Favorite Theme 


Like an old phonograph record, Senator Byrd 
goes on talking about his.favorite theme—gov- 
ernmental economy—but he never seems to get 
down to cases. 

In his talk before the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association, the Virginia Senator held 
forth the specter of socialism unless something 
is done to cut expenses. “The deficit financing 
of federal programs in time of peace,” says the 
Senator, “is piling up a federal debt to propor- 
tions in which the liberties of free enterprise 
cannot survive.” 

If this were true it would ‘be, indeed, a matter 
for public oratory. But if the federal budget 
figures from 1933 to 1949 are examined, it will 
be found that deficit spending in time of peace 
has accounted for only a small] fraction of the 
public debt. The basic reason why. the United 
States has a debt of some 250 billion dollars is 
World War II. The public debt in 1938 was only 
about 37’billions, and much of that was the un- 
liquidated cost of World War I. 

Here are the figures showing in round num- 
bers how the debt grew as a result of war 
preparation and war expenditures: 


— $ 72,400,000,000 
— $136,600,000,000 
— $200,000,000,000 
,000,000 

— — $269,400,000,000 

The money spent for New Deal.peacetime pur- 
poses by the Roosevelt Administration, while 
large, was only a drop in the bucket compared 
with wartime outlays: Moreover, while war ex- 
penditures are non-recoverable, the money spent 
to provide employment and for other peacetime 
purposes has been bread cast upon the waters. 

Senator Byrd ignores such distinctions. He 
says that the proposed housing program would 
cost 20 billions in 10 years and that national 
medical service, within a decade, would cost 23 
billions a year. 

We don’t know where the Senator gets his 
figures, but it is perfectly plain that a federal 
housing program is vital to our citizens and that 
it commands the support of both parties. Apart 
from any humanitarian consideration, the fed- 
eral housing program is a wealth-creating one 
and not a wealth-destroying one. As for “social- 
ized” medicine, if and when it comes, the pro- 
gram will be paid for largely by the people 
themselves in deductions from their paychecks. 
And its end result will be a richer, happier na- 
tion because of improved health. 

It would be interesting to hand over the fed- 
eral budget to Senatur Byrd and ask him to de- 
sign it according to his own notions. What 
would he do, for example, about the 15 billion 
dollars being spent for national defense? Or 
the huge sums that are being paid as veteran 
benefits? Or the 5 billions needed to service 
the public debt? Or other sums that are vitally 
essential if the. Federal Government is to 
function? 

Yes, a Byrd budget would be a wonderful doc- 
ument to study. 
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A Suit to Gag the Voters 

The Missouri Farmers’ Association, by bring- 
ing suit to enjoin the state gasoline tax referen- 
dum, is in effect asking a Circuit Court to take 
over a responsibility of the State Legislature. 

Its suit is based on the contention that the 
gasoline tax bill was an emergency measure be- 
cause it made appropriations for current ex- 
penses of the state government. The agency of 
government which is responsible for deciding 
whether or not an emergency is involved is the 
Legislature, and it has already decided that 
there is no emergency. It decided so in spite of 
the efforts of Gov. Smith and the Farmers’ 
Association to get an emergency declared. 

The reason was that as an emergency measure 
the bill could not be submitted to a referendum, 
and the sponsors were afraid a referendum 
would kill it. They were afraid the voters would 
not sustain the bill’s provisions deflecting some 
authority from the State Highway Commission 
and giving it to political county courts. ‘So 
what they are asking the Circuit Court for now 
is something they believe the people don’t want 
and know the Legislature doesn’t want, 

It is a last desperate bid to force unpopular 
and unwise legislation down the throats of the 
Legislature and the voters. 

What valid objection can there be to letting 
the electorate decide for itself? That is the 
democratic way.

Choice for the County 

Two basic attitudes toward government com- 
peted for the attention of the St. Louis County 
Charter Commission at its latest hearing. One 
was based on private interest, the other on 
principle. 

Speaking for themselves alone, four county 
officers opposed any move to eliminate their 
»positions as elective offices. Speaking for the 
interest of the county, the commission’s health 
and welfare committee proposed an executive 
form of government and a merit system. 

One feature of the obsolescent county govern- 
ment is the vast number of elective officers. 
Twenty-eight county officials are elected, and 
that is too many for voters to consider properly 
at election time. The duties of these men are 
largely established by state law, and each runs a 
little independent operation. Where authority 
is divided, nobody is easily held responsible. 

A second failing of the county system is lack 
of civil service. County employes who depend 
for appointment on political partisans have no 
certain security. And though they perform ad- 


. ministrative tasks, they are not selected primar- 


ily for merit. The welfare committee pointed 
out that lack of a merit system is costing the 
county $30,000 a year in state and federal funds. 

It is clear that a merit system and consolida- 
tion of offices are necessary for responsible 
county government. It is also clear that both 
will be opposed by some of the county jobhold- 
ers. The Charter Commission should have no 
trouble in distinguishing between governmental 
principles and self-interest. 


= = 
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Questions About Parks Field 

While Airport Commission members favor 
Parks-Metropolitan Airport for a second major 
landing field, the evidence so far does not re- 
quire a final decision. Parks is undoubtedly the 
closest airport site to downtown St. Louis, but 
important questions remain as to costs and 
smoke conditions at the field. 

East St. Louis offered tentatively to buy Parks 
and lease it to St. Louis, which was a fine ges- 
ture of metropolitan co-operation. Mayor Darst 
says, however, that it might be less expensive in 
the long run for St. Louis to buy the field. Cer- 
tainly the city, should know more about the costs 


involved before it undertakes to spend millions 
for a new airport. 

The Horner-Shifrin engineering survey noted 
that no thorough studies had been made of 
smoke and weather conditions. Smoke some- 
times blankets large areas of the East Side. If 
smog closed the airport to flights very often, the 
field would become a white elephant. Possibly 
smoke is not a serious problem at Parks, but St. 
Louis should be sure. 

In any event, there is no need for excessive 
haste in choosing a site for a second large field. 
Though it once appeared that the postwar flying 
boom would make Lambert-St. Louis Field in- 
adequate, a later survey indicated that Lambert 
would be satisfactory until 1960. So the Darst 
Administration can take time to be certain, be- 
fore committing the city to a new and costly 
project. Surely, this is a matter for the Bi- 
State Metropolitan Agency study and advice. 
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The DP Bill in the Senate 


For just a few hours it seemed that Senator 
McCarran’s trip to Spain was not such a bad 
idea after all. His absence made it possible to 
get the Displaced Persons bill out of the Ju- 
diciary Committee where he had kept it bottled 
up for months. ‘The committee voted 7-3 to rec- 
ommend its adoption. 

But, alas, Senator Cain of Washington stepped 
into McCarran’s shoes on the Senate floor. With 
Senator Donnell of Missouri and Senator Langer 
of North Dakota in support, he undertook to 
talk the measure to death. The stratagem, ac- 
cording to Senator Lucas, the Democratic leader, 
is a filibuster plain and simple. It is relatively 
dangerous because Senators have been quietly 
slipping away from the capital, thus raising the 
possibility that it may do Lucas no good to keep 
the body in session since it cannot transact busi- 
ness without a quorum. This lack of a deeper 
sense of duty on the part of some Senators is 
not easy to understand. 

Opposition to the DP legislation, too, is hard 
to understand. Why should a man of such dem- 
onstrated good: will, as Senator Donnell be 
against it? Why should he oppose the liberali- 
zation of American hospitality to perhaps the 
saddest victims of Europe’s war? 

The new measure increases the number of DPs 
to be admitted to this country from 205,000 in 
two years to 339,000 in three years. Thus, it 
raises our effort a little closer, relatively, to 
that of such smaller nations as Canada, Aus- 
tralia and some of the Latin American countries. 
Even more importantly, it removes the restric- 
tions, denounced by the President, against Jews 
and Catholics. A 

The measure was passed by the House months 
ago. It has had the active support of more than 
150 national organizations, including the AFL 
and the CIO. The latter two perhaps might 
have opposed it on the ground that DPs would 
compete with Americans for jobs jn this coun- 
try. But their humanitarianism transcended 
such a selfish approach. 

Can a few Senators frustrate all this good 
will?

Wisdom From the Backwoods 


And God said, Let the earth bring forth 

. grass, the herb yielding seed, and the fruit 

tree yielding fruit after his kind, whose seed 
is in itself, upon the earth; and it was so. 

Such was the ancient wisdom but, out of ig- 
norance, laziness and greed, the generations 
have sorely abused the earth they live on. So it 
is that the green land of the Old Testament be- 
came a desert waste, only just now being re- 
stored by descendants of Moses. So it is that 
healing the wounds of the earth becomes some- 
thing like a religious mission here and there in 
the United States. And especially is this true in 
a place like Big Lick in Tennessee’s Cumberland 
Plateau, for in that obscure community a 
preacher with an ancient wisdom is at work. 

In the physical sense, the Rev. Eugene Smath- 
ers and the state and TVA experts who supply 
the know-how are helping an impoverished 
neighborhood to make more money and live 
more comfortably by building up the land. F. A. 
Behymer has told the story in the Post-Dispatch. 
Gains of material welfare are not to be despised 
when the beneficiaries are so needy as these. 
Material welfare as an exclusive aim does stunt 
other values; it mechanizes, industrializes and 
brutalizes life. Mr. Smathers avoids this error, 
however, through a larger vision. He says: 

Man’s relationship to the soil is a moral 
relationship and it is a part of the very 
structure of reality. It seems to be a clear 

witness of history that the endurance of a 

society and its culture is dependent upon 

the ability to achieve this moral relation- 
ship and right adjustment to the soil. 

It is not necessary to share Gene Smathers’ 
particular:sectarian creed to know he is setting 
his course by a profound truth that applies in 
more places than the Tennessee backwoods. 
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Smoke the Killer 


The most forceful fact in the Public Health 
Service’s report on the Donora, Pa., smog dis- 
aster of last October is the plain statement that 
the same appalling thing could happen to any 
other industrial town or city. 

All it takes, says Surgeon General Scheele, is 
a heavy smoke pollution combined with warm 
and windless weather. The poison gas settles 
near the ground, and with no air in motion to 
blow it away, there it stays. 

Sulfuric acid fumes are blamed for the dis- 
aster at Donora, where the American Steel and 
Wire Co. operates a zinc and sulfuric acid plant. 
It was sulfuric acid that poison-gassed an area 
once before—a small industrial section in the 
Meuse valley of Belgium. There 60 persons died 
of it. At Donora 20 died. 

Sulfuric acid is only one of many poison gases 
that could bring about the result. Smoke can 
contain fluorine, or ammonia, or chlorine, or 
formaldehyde. All these contain the possibili- 
ties of mass destruction. 

Surgeon General Scheele makes a sensible 
suggestion in proposing a close weather watch 
so that dangerous industrial plants may be closed 
down during windless weather which might 
make the smoke lethal. This is only a tempo- 
rary expedient, though. The real corrective is 
for industrial plants to stop belching smoke 
which might be dangerous under any circum- 
stances. : 

The Copper Basin of Tennessee is a living 
text on this subject. There, sulfuric acid fumes 
from a copper plant killed off all vegetation 
from a large area and left the Copper Basin in 
a state of livid death. After the damage had 
been done, the copper company found ways of 
eapturing the sulfuric acid and selling it instead 
of letting it lay waste the countryside. 

Industry must generally, as in the Copper 
Basin, find the means of being a good neighbor 
—but before it has killed any more of its neigh- 

.bors or any more of the land that gives them 
life.

Neighborhood Gardens’ popularity and continuing success proves 
the need for close-in apartments at modest rents, a St. Louis hous- 
ing pioneer says; welcomes plan to replace more blighted blocks with 
public housing; thinks it will all be good for downtown business. 


Letter from J. A. Wolf, Manager, Neighborhood Gardens 


Neighborhood Gardens is one of the first 
low rent limited dividend projects in the 
United States. Without subsidy of any 
kind it pioneered into a new field during 
some of the worst years of the depression. 


The Gardens was possible only because 
a handful of civic spirited men on the 
Board of Neighborhood Association, with- 
out thought of financial return, donated 
the necessary $112,000 and then borrowed 
$650,000 from the Public Works Adminis- 
tration at 4 per cent. 

These men, interested in the growth and 
vitality of our city, set themselves the task 
of answering a few questions, Could clean, 
attractive inner-city apartments be pro- 
vided at low rents? Would the project 
benefit the immediate neighborhood? 
Would it show that the devastating annual 
flight of thousands to the county could be 
greatly modified? 

Now, after 14 years, the answers seem 
clear. Many thousands of families have 
applied for Gardens apartments. So stable 
and apparently satisfied have been the oc- 
cupants that the turn-over is almost neg- 
ligible. 

This has been so for many years. The 
large number of “charter members” is edi- 
fying. Through all the years—even when 
higher increases were permitted—the rents 
were kept at a minimum and the service 
at a maximum. 


Living Proof of a Comeback 


The thousands of applicants on file indi- 
cate that “bad” neighborhoods which are a 
liability to the city can be converted into 
“good” neighborhoods which pay their way. 
It bears repeating: The most important 
contribution of the Gardens is the proof 
that decaying sections of the city can be 
redeemed. This means prosperity all 
around—first for the city and second for 
the merchants. Business won’t pull away 
to the suburbs when an anchored, satis- 
fied patronage is assured. 


In a real sense the Gardens tenants have 
been pioneers. They came from many séc- 
tions of the city and for long years paid 
the penalty of isolation. During these years 
they had certain values which made the 
project boom and which advertised it to 
such an extent that the applicants have 
piled up beyond any ability to accommodate 
even a small portion. There was real ap- 
preciation for the walk-to-work and save- 
money angle, the bright airy rooms, the 
laundries with automatic washers, the well- 
kept halls, court yards, recreation rooms 
and play spaces. 

These pioneers now rejoice that their 
long years of isolation will soon be ended. 
The promise of the St. Louis Housing Au- 
thority that from five to six hundred addi- 
tional families will soon surround them 
on three sides means neighborhood stabil- 


ity. It also means purchasing power for 
downtown merchants — and eventually 
larger tax returns to the city. 


The Gardens management has already 
announced (Post-Dispatch, Jan. 17, 1949) 
its willingness to make available to the 
Housing Authority its large file of appli- 
cants. We feel that the merchants of 
downtown St. Louis should help make the 
ground-breaking ceremony for Project No. 
3 a notable occasion. Great profit will 
come to them as similar inner-city neigh- 
borhoods are established. 


Men of Long Vision 


Fifteen years ago only a handful of St. 
Louisans believed this neighborhood would 
really be revitalized and get back into the 
blue ink column. We think not only of the 
men on the Board of Directors but of 
Charles Nagel, Luther Ely Smith, Clark 
McAdams, Thomas Sherman, Daniel Fitz- 
patrick, Frank Lawrence. We think of 
the Chamber of Commerce, League of 
Women Voters and the General Council on 
Civic Needs. These individuals and organ- 
izations had faith that many of the rot- 
spots in St. Louis could be eliminated and 
evolved into areas of beauty, 


Their faith is becoming realized, and 
Project No. 3 with its improved architec- 
ture will be the first real evidence. It is 
hoped that the Housing Authority will 
soon make known its plan for the second 
Negro project. The ambitious plans for 
the new De Soto playground—Twenty-sec- 
ond, Twenty-third, Twenty-fourth near 
Cass—would indicate that this is a logical 
neighborhood. It has churches, schools, res- 
taurants, a community center, stores and 
movies. All spot map studies indicate a 
decided westward trend of our Negro pop- 
ulation. With the De Soto playground as 
a center and with an improved architec- 
ture, an outstanding project could easily 
take shape. 


Needs of the Negroes 


It might also be feasible for the Carr- 
Square project to build additional apart- 
ments. This would seem like real econ- 
omy. The Cole Street Branch of Neigh- 
borhood Association is just one block west 
of Carr Square Village. It offers splendid 
recreational and educational facilities. 
There are many existing advantages—- 
nursery, branch Y.M.C.A., churches, 
schools, 

There is some feeling to the effect that 
the Negroes, with 13 per cent of the pop- 
ulation, now have 50 per cent of the sub- 
sidized housing and that the percentage 
differential should be squared away. Mere 
mathematics does not apply when human 
factors are concerned. There is more than 
a real need—there is a crying need which 
must and will be met for the benefit of all.

of Conscience”

Dr. Bradford Murphey hit a nail on the 
head the other day that needs a lot more 
hammering. He was speaking of the emo- 
tional and moral] anarchy that is causing 
an alarming increase in the baser sorts of 
crime. “Enfeeblement of conscience,” he 
said, “and an increase in mental] deterio- 
ration” are major contributing causes. 


The recent murderous explosion aboard a 
Canadian airliner was an extraordinary 
dramatization of Dr. Murphey’s theme— 
the failure of so many to control their own 
behavior. The Canadian plane massacre 
was planned by a man who wanted rid of 
his wife. No recent crime has go shocked 
public sensibilities. It should shock some 


those wno know the facts as Dr. Murphey 
does, along with the Colorado prosecutors, 
sheriff's officers and coroners to whom he 
spoke. It’s what goes on among people 
whose rearing, education and status of 
relatively high privilege in life classifies 
them as “the better people.” The uncom- 
fortable secrets many doctors and law 
officers carry about that stratum of society 
far outnumber the cases that break into 
public view. 

The family, the school and the church 
must step in here or the mental specialist, 
the law officer and the warden inevitably 
will have to. . 

Egypt, Nineveh and Rome thought it 
“corny” too, as many moderns do, to trouble 
about individual moral standards. And 
from the inner rot their own Isxity 
spawned, their destruction grew.

Between Book Ends 


Life Below Stairs 


LOVING, by Henry Green. (The Viking Press, 248 pgs., 
$3.)

The Englishman whose nom de plume is 
Henry Green, already held in considerable 
esteem in his native country, has hit upon 
a fresh and fascinating scene for the novel, 
“Loving.” Reputedly a prominent Birming- 
ham manufacturer who began his literary 
career more than 20 years ago, he now 
makes his American debut with a book 
which, it is said, will be followed by some 
of the six others he has written: “Blind- 
ness,” “Caught,” “Living,” “Party_ Going,” 
“Back” and “Concluding.” 


Here, the servant's hall of a house in 
Ireland, the whole of that life below-stairs 
and back-stairs, is the focus of attention. 
Butler and head housemaid, cook, pantry-

Still more 

important, he could develop his lightly 

flirtatious approach to Edith, second of the 

maids. What seemed like major events to 

this circumscribed group came to liven up 

the daily round: there was trouble with the 

peacocks which were the pride and orna- 

ment of the imposing gardens of the estab- 

lishment. Edith made a sensational discov- 

ery one morning in her young mistress’ 

bedroom: the second figure in the bed" was 

not that of the absent master. Small won- 

der thereafter that things got rather out of 

hand. The butler even discovered the two 

maids waltzing madly to the tune of an old 

gramophone in one of the vast rooms in the 

unused part of the great house. And a 

valuable ring disappeared. Mostly, how- 

ever, the servants were concerned with 

their relationships to one another, just like 
people in any other small community. 


Mr. Green does less than justice to his 
material largely because his attitude 
toward it if not clear. A study of life be- 
low-stairs might be richly satirical or 
highly romantic. But in this case the 
reader is not sure whether the author ad- 
mires or despises his characters. Raunce, 
the butler, may be the hero of the tale, 
but he is a base, sneaking wretch for all 
that. The young girls with their gigzling 
and fainting have a certain silly chrrm. 
But there is another factor which detrccts 
from the book as a whole. Mr. Green gives 
an excellent approximation of the manrncr 
of speech of these low-born English pcople. 
But ,this same kind of language seeps cut 
and soaks into a good deal of the text in 
general, which seems inappropriate and 
makes for difficult reading.

Credit Allowances Total 
$1.25 for Each Person 
in Nation — Record of 
Dealings. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 (AP)— 
The Government has a stake of 
about $186,500,000 in Henry J. 
Kaiser’s industrial empire. 

The Government’s credit allow- 
ances reached that peak—equiva- 
lent to $1.25 for every man, woman 
and child in the country—when 
the 67-year-old builder-salesman’s 
automobile enterprise received a 
$34,400,000 loan last week to back 
its 1950 production plan, which in- 
clude a new low-price automobile. 

Before the war Kaiser handled 
millions of dollars in Government 
contracts, sharing notably in work 
on the great dams in the west: 
Boulder, Bonneville, Grand Coulee, 
Shasta. 

No U.S. Funds Then. 

Privately financed in those days, 
the one-time drygoods store cash 
boy didn’t owe the Government a 
dime. Neither did he have the 
money-making assets that his pres- 
ent debt to the Government repre- 
sents. 

During the war, when Kaiser’s 
Government contracts soared into 
the billions, he borrowed $152,780.- 
000 from the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation—maker of the 
new automobile loan—to build, ex- 
pand and operate plants. 

Payments on principal along 
with millions in interest at 4 per 
cent have reduced the balance due 
on those wartime borrowings to 
$96,000,000, all owed on the big 
Fontana steel mill outside Los An- 
geles. 

Pays $28,475,000 Before Due. 

Kaiser paid off—ahead of time— 
$28,475,000 borrowed to build the 
Permanente Corp. magnesium 
plants out west and $1,000,000 for 
aircraft production at a Bristol 
(Pa.) plant.

WAA records Show Kaiser still 
Owes $56,000,000 after payment’ of 
$3,773,000 principal and more mil- 
lions in 4 per cent interest on 
these acquisitions. 

That does not take into account 
some Kaiser enterprise leases of 
Plants (a $17,428,000-cost steel mil] 
at Cleveland) and machinery and 
equipment (mostly at the former 
bomber plant at Willow Run.) 

The WAA says about $90,000 is 
due in rent on the leased proper- 
ty, but it is just current rent with 
no arrears. 

Unsettled Maritime Accounts, 

It doesn’t take into account 
either some unsettled accounts be- 
tween Kaiser and the Maritime 
Commission arising from advances 
of money, equipment and materi-. 
als on both sides in Kaiser’s war- 
time shipbuilding. 

Maritime Commission men say 
there is no telling just how these 
accounts: will wind up when all 
the details are settled, since they 
involve some claims by Kaiser 
on the commission as well as com- 
mission claims on Kaiser. They 
guess less than $1,000,000 is in- 
volved, either way. 

Critics of Kaiser and the 
Roosevelt and Truman Adminis- 
trations have charged there has 
been favoritism in the aid given 
Kaiser.

He said, for instance, that RFC 
let United States Steel buy a steel 
plant at Geneva; Utah, for 20 per 
cent of its wartime construction 
cost while holding him to 100 
cents on the dolar of wartime’ 
cost in its loan on his Fontana 
ateel plant. 

Government agencies which 
have given him credit simply say 
he has lived up to the letter of 
his promises to pay and has 
proved himself an Al risk. They 
deny any partiality. 

Built 1500 Ships in War. 

Kaiser's most famed wartime 
enterprise was building about 
1500 ships, like cargo-troop trans- 
ports, “baby” aircraft carriers, 
etc. 

Kaiser himself once figured his 
shipbuilding contracts, after ad- 
justment, came to $2,994,283,738, 
yielding him a profit of $166,500,- 
049 or 5.6 per cent before taxes 
and $94,515,098 or 3.2 per cent 
after taxes. 

Taking into consideration his 
other war production—steel, mag- 
nesium, incendiary material, air- 
craft and parts, and cement for 
Pacific operations—he claimed he 
saved the Government $465,924,000 
on costs compared with what it 
would have had to pay elsewhere. 

Once Kaiser gave a congression- 
al committee his own capsule view 
of these achievements in these 
words: “Great war production, 
great savings in time and dollars, 
comparatively small Government 
financing, small profits, no favor- 
itism..” 


Kaiser-Frazer Plans New Tempo- 
rary Halt in Production. 

DETROIT, Oct. 15 (AP)—Kais- 
er-Frazer Corp. plans another tem- 
porary suspension of auto produc- 
tion commencing Oct. 24. 

It will be the third such sus- 
pension in recent weeks. The pre- 
vious shutdowns were described as 
required for “inventory adjust- 
ments.” The reason for the new- 
est suspension was not specifi- 
cally stated but Edgar F. Kaiser, 
president, said it was not for a 
model change. 

He said that dealers’ inventories 
currently are “at abnormally low 
levels.”

tion officer conducts correspon- 
dents or visiting V.I.P.s about 
them on request.

Here under the guns nobody is 
making flat predictions about 
what will happen eventually but 
there seems to be a reasonable 
optimism about the immediate 
prospects. The Red leaders are 
making some threatening noises 
but they have not actually taken 
the offensive. It is calculated that 
they will be considerably busy at 
home for a while, mopping up the 
Nationalists and consolidating 
their power. 

Looking ahead some observers 
foresee a Hitlerian infiltration of 
trained Reds, a propaganda bar- 
rage about China for the Chinese, 
and internal disorders. Then 
Britain will have to spend even 
more than it costs her now, 
which is a lot, and may decide 
to throw in the sponge. 

But the tentacles of trade may 
have taken hold by then, others 
think. They argue that China’s 
need to buy and sell in the West 
will make the Reds tractable in 
practice whatever they say for 
public eonsumption. Time then 
can do her healing work and per- 
haps raise up another Tito here. 

There is a complete lack of op- 
timism regarding Kai- 
shek’s future, even in Formosa, 
much less in Canton. The general 
attitude seems to be that it’s too

British Conference on Commu- 
nism Called for Next Month. 
LONDON, Oct. 15 (AP)—High 

diplomatic and military planners 

of the British commonwealth will 
meet in Singapore early next

UNIFICATION NOT 
REALLY TRIED, SAY 
HOUSE MEMBERS 


Committeemen Assert 
Services Have Not Co- 
ordinated Efforts at 


Merger.. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 (AP) — 
House members served blunt no- 
tice on the bitterly quarreling 
armed services today that mili- 
tary unification must be made to 
work. 

Expressions from key members 
of the Armed Services Committee 
indicated clearly that the Navy’s 
sharp criticism of Pentagon high 
strategy has convinced them that 
blame for flaming military differ- 
ences rests in administration of 
the law rather than in the law 
itself. 

Representative Kilday (Dem.), 
Texas, said that on that point he 


shares the opinion of Adm. Louis 
E. Denfeld, chief of naval opera- 


tions. 
Denfeld’s View. 

Denfeld summed up the Navy’s 
case against defense policy mak- 
ers on Thursday as a failure of 
the clashing services to co-ordinate 
their efforts—not failure of the 
intent of the law. 

“I think it all means simply that 
the unification law needs to be 
administered in accordance with 
its letter and spirit,” Kilday told 
a reporter. ’ 

That also was the opinion of 
Representative Price (Dem.), East 
St. Louis. He said: “The commit- 
tee hearings prove that one thing 
definitely needs to be done—give 
unification a chance to work.” 

Representative Brooks (Dem.), 
Louisiana, who has shown some 
disapproval of the Navy’s criti- 
cism of defense policy, asserted 
unification “hasn’t even been put 
into effect yet.” But he added: 
“Maybe out of the welter of talk 
we can salvage an idea that will 
make unification more workable.” 

Effect of Hearings. 

Representative Johnson (Rep.), 
California, said he thought the 
hearings themselves had “distinct- 
ly helped unification.” 

“The hearings have emphasized 
that military unification means 
balance—putting each service to 
its best use,” he said in a sepa- 
rate interview. 

“The Navy has given the com- 
mittee, which handles all the na- 
tion’s security problems in the 
House, a much clearer conception 
of its role and mission. 

“This has not minimized the 
role of the Air Force. But it has 
brought to the American public 
an understanding of military roles, 
so that any effort to unduly mini- 
mize the part of any service can 
quickly be discerned.” 

Amendments Suggested. 

Chairman Vinson (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, who has accused Secretary 
of Defense Louis Johnson of mak- 
ing a “grandstand play” on mili- 
tary economy, has suggested sev- 
eral amendments to the unifica- 
tion law if necessary. 

The committee took a breather 
over the weekend before hearing 
the Air Force and the Army side 
of the controversy. 

Next week, Johnson, Secretary 
of Air Symington, Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower and the joint chiefs 
of staff will get an opportunity to 
answer Navy charges that the 
cards are stacked against naval 
Sea and air power in the Penta- 
gon. 

In preparation, the Army last 
night announced it had called 
home from Japan its chief of 
staff, Gen. J. Lawton Collins to 
state the Army’s case.

Exaggerate 
In B-36 Row 


Important Fact Is 


That It Can Fly 
Farther. 


By GEORGE FIELDING ELIOT 
(Copyright, 1949.) 
HE one really important fact 
about the B-36 is that it can 
fly farther with a heavy load 
of bombs than any other existing 
bomber. 

If we assume that the primary 
object of our military policy is 
to prevent war by the deterrent 
effect of our armament in the 
calculations of any possible ag- 
gressor, this matter of long reach 
is what counts. It counts especial- 
ly in Soviet calculations, which 
rely heavily upon the vast spaces, 
and hence the vast distances, of 
the Soviet Union—occupying as it 
‘does about one-sixth of all the 
land area of the globe. The more 
of that Soviet space a given 
bomber can reach, the greater 
will be the respect which Soviet 
strategic planners wil] accord it— 
and its possessors. 

But Navy spokesmen have been 
saying that Soviet defensive meas- 
ures will prove far more effective 
against the B-36 than Air Force 
spokesmen seem to think, thus 
offsetting its long reach. 

Claims Exaggerated. 

Truth is that claims made by 
both sides in this unhappy con- 
troversy have been sadly exag- 
gerated. Let’s look behind the 
rival headlines and ask a few 
plain questions: e 

Q. Is the B-36 “already obso- 
lete,” as Admiral Radford stated? 

A. Yes—but only in the sense 
that any large aircraft becomes 
“obsolete” during the period of 
time (two years or more) between 
decision to begin manufacture and 
actual delivery to an operating 
unit, The bigger and More com- 
plicated the aircraft, the longer 
it takes to build it. Meanwhile 
research, experiment, development 
of new types race ahead. So by 
the time the aircraft is in service, 
it’s bound to be “already obsolete” 
from the point of view of the 
eager experimental designer, or 
the laboratory technician, or the 
test pilot working on new proto- 
types which are still years away 
from actual availability for use. 
In order to have a reasegnable 
amount of “air power in being,” 
decisions have to be made to man- 
ufacture such and such number 
of aircraft now and then, in full 
knowledge that better aircraft 
could be turned out by waiting an- 
other year. But blueprints and 
test models exercise no deterrent 
effect on potential enemies of the 
United States—they can carry no 
bombs to distant targets. 

Overseas Bases Needed. 

Q. Is the B-36 a “true inter- 
continental bomber” in the sense 
that it can bomb any target in 
the Soviet Union from North 
American bases, as General Le- 
May and other Air Force officers 
have claimed? 

A. No, not under war conditions. 
Figures given out as to the B-36 
having a range of 10,000 miles or 
more are misleading unless an- 
alyzed. What counts isn’t range, 
which is one-way flight, but radius 
of action, which is go-there-and- 
come-back flight. Mathematically 
this is one-half the range. In 
war, however, you have to cut off 
another third or so for the 
“chance” factors — bad weather 
(no weather reports from enemy 
territory), enemy action, human 
failures of various kinds and the 
need for flying deceptive courses. 
Probably the wartime radius of 
action of the B-36 is 3000-3500 
miles, which is not enough to 
reach many important Soviet tar- 
gets from North American bases. 
Overseas bases would therefore 
be essential. Unfortunately, Air 
Force spokesmen have been re- 
luctant to admit this fact, because 
once Overseas bases are admitted 
to be necessary, the Army and 
the Navy have an unanswerable 
argument for maintaining strong 
forces of ground troops and naval 


forces (without which such bases 


could not be held or supplied) 
and hence for a larger share of 
the defense budget. 

Q. Is the B-36 invulnerable to 
attack at altitudes of 40,000 feet 
or over? 

Not Invulnerable. 

A. No aircraft is invulnerable at 
any altitude at which it can fly. 
If it can get up there, other air- 
craft can be designed to get up 
there too. During recent Maneuvers 
over London, British jet fighters 
intercepted American bombers at 
altitudes upwards of 40,000 feet. 
A bomber once intercepted by 
fighters is likely to be a gone 
goose. So far, the Navy has a 
point. But a bomber must be lo 
cated and its course predicted be- 
fore it can be intercepted, and all 
experience shows that there is 
many a slip between detection and 
actual interception. The basic el-

NO REFUND BAR 
IN GASOLINE TAX 
BILL, RULING SAYS 


Reverse Opinion Would 
Weaken Support by 
Farmers Using Fuel in 
Tractors. 


By BOYD F. CARROLL 
Jefferson City Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch, 
JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 15— 
Gov. Forrest Smith’s gasoline tax 
increase bill, now suspended in 
operation pending a referendum, 
would not bar refunds of the tax 
on gasoline purchased by farmers 
and others for non-highway use, 
the Attorney General's department 

ruled,yesterday afternoon, 

In an opinion requested by Gov. 
Smith the legal department held 
the bill, in the form in which it 
was passed by the Legislature last 
June, did not eliminate present 
tax refunds on motor fuel pur- 
chased for use other than on the 
public highways. 

The pill, to increase the state 
gasoline tax from 2 cents a gallon 
to 4 cents, would have become ef- 
fective yesterday had opponents 
not filed petitions this week call- 
ing for a referendum-on rejection 
or approval of the bill by voters 
in the general election in Novem- 
ber 1950. This suspended opera- 
tion of the act until] the election 
is held, or until an earlier date 
if a special election is ordered by 
the Legislature. 

Suit by Farmers’ Group. 


Suit to prevent the referendum 
on the ground the tax increase 
bill is not subject to a referendum 
under constitutional provisions 
was filed yesterday in Cole county 
circuit court by officers of the 
Missouri Farmers’ Association. 

The question whether tax re- 
funds were barred, under amend-' 
ments by the Senate when Smith’s 
bill was before the Legislature, is 
an urgent one for supporters of 
the bill. Any elimination of re- 
funds, particularly to farmers for 
gasoline used in farm ‘tractors 
and for other non-highway use, 
would weaken support of the bill 
if the pending court action does 
not block the referendum, and the 
bill goes to the voters for a de- 
cision. 

In circulating petitions for the 
referendum, opponents of the tax 
increase made good use of the 
ambiguous provisions of the bill 
concerning refunds, It was pointed 
out there was a legal question 
whether refunds now granted 
farmers and others on gasoline 
bought for non-highway use would 
be continued. if the Smith bill 
became effective. 

Final Decision Up to Courts. 

Opponents pointed out also that 
the final decision on this point, 
as well as other legal questions 
raised concerning the bill, would 
be for the courts. 

The ruling by the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s department is advisory but 
not final, if the question is raised 
in the courts, as undoubtedly will 
be done. 

The Senate amendment in qus- 
tion apparently was intended to 
eliminate all exemptions from pay- 
ment of the tax on gasoline pur- 
chased in Missouri, and to require 
payment of the tax on all such 
fuel. 

The legal department’s opinion, 
written by Assistant Attorney 
General Robert R. Welbcen and 
approved by Attorney General J. 
E. Taylor, held the amendmat 
did not eliminate refunds of tax 
for fuel not used on public high- 
ways. 

Intention of Bill. 

Provisions which remained in 
the bill after the amendment, Wel- 
born ruled, “still indicate clearly 
that the tax is intended to apply 
only on fuel sold for use in pro- 
pelling vehicles on the highways.” 

Welborn said that although the 
particular bill was amended, the 
Legislature had not made any 
ohange in the 1943 act which reg- 
ulates tax refunds on gasoline not 
used on highways, and cited court 
decisions holding against implied 
repea! of laws. 

“This department is of the opin- 
ion,” Welborn said, “that the bill 
did not eliminate refunds of mo- 
tor fuel taxes on motor fuel pur- 
chased for other than use in pro- 
pelling motor vehicles on the pub- 
lic highways of this state.” 

Refunds of the gasoline tax for 
non-highway use now total be- 
tween $1,500,000 and $2,000,000 a 
year. The present 2-cent tax pro- 
duces about $18,000,000 a year for 
construction and maintenance of 
the state highway system. 

Smith’s bill would set aside reve- 
nue from one cent of the proposed 
tax: increase for construction of 
low-type local roads in the coun- 
ties. The revenue from the other 
one cent of increase would go to 
the State Highway Commission 
for the state system proper.

Lease Condition. 


The proposal to Missouri Baptist 
Hospital called for a lease start- 
ing at $21,000 a year and scaling 
down to $6000 after 11 years, the 
witness testified, adding that fair 
rental value on similar property 
was about $18,800 a year. 

H. M. Stolar, attorney for the 
company, contended the arrange- 
ment was not a tax-saving device 
but a move on the part of the firm 
to “meet bank requirements and 
improve its. financial position.” 
The company knew a tax saving 
would result, but this was not the 
chief reason for the arrangement, 
he asserted.

Budapest Has Most Prosperous 
Look of Europe’s Red Capitals 


War- Shattered Buildings Reconstructed — 
Food and Clothing Plentiful, Although 
Pri¢es Are Fantastic. 


By KINGSBURY SMITH 
(LAST OF SERIES.) 
PARIS, Oct. 15 (INS)—Budapest 
is the showplace of the Commu- 
nist world today. It is the bright- 
est jewel in the crown of the 

Communist capitals in Europe. 
No other leading city in the 
Communist states, including Mos- 
cow, gives as prosperous an ap- 
pearance as Budapest. Food is 
abundant. The grocery shops and 
delicatessen stores are overflow- 
ing with wholesome edibles and 
delicacies. Shop windows are filled 
with manufactured products of 
fair quality, especially shoes, 
leather goods and textiles. 

Hungarian women, long noted 
for their beauty, are far better 
dressed than those seen in the 
capitals of the other Communist 
states. Restaurants are more at- 
tractive, night clubs more lively. 
Transportation, both in respect to 
busses and taxis, is much better 
than in Prague, Warsaw, Bucha- 
rest or Belgrade. There is no ra- 
tioning of clothing or food, except 
for white flour. 


Danube Bridges Restored. 

The city, which was a sham- 
bles of shattered buildings at the 
end of the war, has been rapidly 
rebuilt. Bridges demolished by 
the Germans once again span the 
Danube between Buda and Pest. 
Despite the undeniable progress 
in reconstruction and recovery, the 
city remains a sad relic of the 
past. There is a drab, dreary at- 
mosphére about the hotel lobbies, 
dining rooms and cafes that once 
were so colorful. Elegance is not 
an attribute of Communism. 

Prices in Budapest are fantastic 
in terms of American dollars and 
extremely high in relation to the 
wages for workers. The average 
wage of the white collar worker 
in Budapest is 700 forints monthly, 
approximately $70. Skilled indus- 


trial workers receive between 800 
$100. 1000 forints, or about $80 to 
Cheap quality, ready-made men’s 
suits which I saw in Budapest 
shop windows were priced at 350 
forints ($35). A woman’s 
flannel suit costs 500 forints ($50). 
Men’s shoes of good quality leath- 
er were priced at 250 forints ($25). 
and women’s shoes ranged from 
216 forints ($21) to 315 forints 
($31). Butter costs the equivalent 
of $1 per pound, and coffee, which 
is imported, $5 per pound. 
Factory Meals Low-Priced. 

Workers, however, can obtain 
utility clothes at sharply reduced 
prices. Meals in factory canteens 
also are low-priced. No cover 
charges are permitted at auy res- 
taurants or night clubs. A work- 
er can enter the best of the night 
spots and spend the evening lis- 
tening to the music and dancing 
without, ordering anything more 
than a glass of beer. 

Workers who become ill receive 
their full salary for the first six 
weeks, and 65 per cent of their 
salaries for a year. They get 25 
days vacation with pay each year, 
and eight holidays annually. These 
are some of the benefits given to 
them in lieu of political freedom. 

Generally speaking, non-political 
people go about freely without 
surveillance, but anyone who 
dares voice opposition to the gov- 
ernment or is suspected of being 
unfriendly, is subjected to a re- 
lentless and steady system of in- 
timidation and discrimination that 
makes it almost impossible for 
him to earn a living. 

Western diplomats estimate that 
an overwhelming majority of the 
Hungarian people are opposed to 
the Communist government, but 
their attitude is one of cowed 
submission. 
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Bums Sell Two

A compromise bill worked out 
yesterday by Senate and House 
conferees was described by Tobin 
as a “notable advance” in some 
respects, but “disappointing” in 
others. 

The House and Senate must ap- 
prove the bill—which. raises the 
floor under wages received by 
workers in interstate commerce 
from the présent 40 cents an hour 
to 75 cents—before it is sent to 
President Truman. The House is 
not due to act on the measure 
until Tuesday. 

The compromise removes wage- 
hour coverage from several hun- 
dred thousand workers—just hcw 
many is uncertain. Senator Elbert 
Thomas (Dem.), Utah, said court 
interpretation of the bill's lan- 
guage would be needed to deter- 
mine the number. 


Estimate on Coverage. 

Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, 
estimated that 1,000,000 to 1,500,000 
low-paid workers would share 
some $300,000,000 a year in pay 
increases. 

About 22,600,000 workers are 
covered by present wage-hour law, 
which blankets occupations re- 
garded as “necessary to” the pro- 
duction of items moving in inter- 
state commerce. 

The House bill would have re- 
stricted coverage to occupations 
“indispensable to” such produc- 
tion. It was estimated this would 
take more than 1,000,000 workers 
out from under the law. The Sen- 
ate by other changes would have 
excluded about 200,000 workers. 

In the conference the House 
language was changed, substitut- 
ing the phrase “directly essential 
to” for “indispensable to.” Because 
of this wording Thomas said it 
might be years before the courts 
could rule on who is covered. 

Tobin predicted that the bill 
would help stabilize the national 
economy. He declared himself

WARNS OF TAX. RISE 
FROM STATE PENSIONS

Missouri Public Expenditure 
Survey Cites Growth of 
Rolls, Comparative Figures. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 15 
(AP)—Missouri may have to in- 
crease taxes unless rapid growth 
of the old age pension program 
is halted, the Missouri Public Ex- 
penditure Survey said today. 

The survey, a taxpayers’ organ- 
ization, urged citizens to talk the 
problem over with their legisla- 
tors, 

“Unless the law governing eli- 


gibility is strengthened,” it said, | 


“the expanding assistance program 
will inevitably place the state in 
serious financial difficulty—which 
will be intensified if revenues de- 
cline. The result could be re- 
duced assistance grants combined 
with impairment of other state 
services and higher taxes.” 

The survey said recent Census 
Bureau figures show Missouri de- 
votes 22.8 per cent of its state ex- 
penditures to old age assistance, 
compared with an average of 9.7 
per cent for all the 48 states. Only 
Oklahoma and Colorado spend 
more for pensions. 

In per eapita outlay Miss6uri is 
fourth—exceeded only by Wash- 
ington, Colorado and Oklahoma. 
The Missouri per capita expendi- 
ture for old age assistance is 
$12.34 against a national average 
of $7.05. 

Seevral plans to loosen up the 
pension eligibility laws have been 
before the Legislature this year 
but none has been passed.

Homicide Men Assigned 
to Hunt for Missing 
Movie Bit Player, Four 
Others in Los Angeles. 


By a Special Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. — 

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 15—Extra 
police details were assigned to the 
missing persons bureau here to- 
day in an effort to speed up the 
search for Miss Jean Spangler, 
movie and television bit player, 
who disappeared eight days ago, 
and for four other persons who 
have vanished within the last two 
months, 

Police Chief William Worton, a 
former Marine Corps general, an- 
nounced that some members of 
the homicide division also had 
been assigned to the missing per- 
sons bureau on the theory that 
some of the missing had been 
killed, or met death in some other 
way. 

Miss Spangler, an attractive 27- 
year-old brunette, dropped from 
sight Oct. 7. Her black cloth 
purse, the shoulder strap torn 
loose, was found in Fern Dell Can- 
yon of Griffith Park last Sunday. 
Police today were still checking 
the names of Hollywood persons 
found in a brown leather datebook 
in the purse. 

The disappearance of the actress 
Was reported to police by her 
aunt, Mrs. Sophia Spangler, whose 
home is at 2841A Minnesota ave- 
nue, St. Louis, and who was shar- 
ing Miss Spangler’s apartment 
with her. A note in the purse was 
addressed to “Kirk.” It said: 
“Can’t wait any longer. Going to 
see Dr. Scott. It will be best this 
way while mother is away.” Her 
mother, Mrs. Florence Spangler, 
was visiting in Kentucky at the 
time, 

The first person to mysteriously 
disappear in the Los Angeles area 
was Mrs. Mimi Boomhower, who 
walked out of her $65,000 Bel-Air 
home last Aug. 18 and has not 
been seen since. Barney Weiner, 
district man for a racing news 
publication, vanished Sept. 2. His 
panel truck was found in the San 
Fernando Valley, but there was no 
trace of him. 

Also on Sept. 2, Frank Niccoli, 
a long-time associate of Gangster 
Mickey Cohen, disappeared. His 
automobile was found abandoned 
several days later and the keys 
to the machine were fished from 
a storm sewer miles away. 

The latest to join the ranks of 
the missing was Dave Ogul, an- 
other of Cohen’s lieutenants. His 
automobile was found yesterday, 
about 24 hours after he disap- 
peared. Police believed he “took 
a powder” to escape the tottering 
empire of his boss. 

Obviously shaken by the disap- 
pearance of two of his henchmen, 
Cohen pleaded with Superior Judge 
Robert L. Ambrose to cancel $150,- 
000 in bonds and remand his four 
remaining lieutenants to jail for 
protection. The judge agreed and 
the four solemnly walked to their 
cells yesterday. They are Jimmy 
Rist, Harold (Happy) Meltzer, Lou 
Schwartz and Eli Lubin, who are 
awaiting trial with Cohen on as- 
sault charges. 


CCC SAYS IT NEEDS 
MORE MONEY TO 
PROP FARM PRICES 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 (AP)— 
The Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion told the House yesterday that 
because of unexpectedly large 1949 
crops it needs more money to sup- 
port farm prices. 

The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee released a statement by 
Ralph S. Trigg, CCC administra- 
tor, saying estimates of such loans 
on farm products in the fiscal year 
ending next June 30 have been 
boosted from $1,840,000,000 to $2,- 
488,000,000. 

Acquisition of crops as collateral 
now is estimated, Trigg said, at 
more than $1,665,000,000, compared 
with the 1950 budget estimate of 
$889,000,000, and loans to be out- 
standing as of June 30, 1950, are 
currently forecast at more than 
$1,217,000,000 against the previous 
estimate of $672,000,000. 

Trigg said estimates of price 
support purchases now are $865,- 
300,000 compared with the figure 
of $373,000,000 in the President's 
budget for the present fiscal year. 

The Appropriations Committee 
released Trigg’s statement as it 
recommended to the House a sup- 
plemental appropriation of $3,000,- 
00 for CCC administrative costs. 
The House promptly approved the 
figure and sent the legislation over 
to the Senate. 


SREEK RED'S WIDOW GETS 
HER SECOND DEATH SENTENCE 


ATHENS, Oct. 15 (AP)—Kath- 
erine Zevgos, 46-year-old Widow of 
a Greek Communist leader, has 
been sentenced to death for con- 
spiracy and treason for the second 
time in six weeks. 

She was sentenced by a military 
court along with four others con- 
victed of recruiting Communist 
guerrillas, sabotage and plotting 
assassinations. She previously was 
sentenced to death Sept. 17 by a 
82 decision of a court-martial 
which convicted her on other 
charges. The split decision auto- 
matically reduced the penalty to 
life sentence. 

The military court's latest de- 
tision was unanimous, It is being 
wppealed to a civilian pardons 
doard, which must render its de- 
cision within two weeks.

BANK GROUP AGAINST 
SMALL-LOAN BILL 


Interest Rate of 27 Pct. Fails 
to Protect All Classes, 
Spokesman Says. 


The “compromise” small-loan 
bill recommended Wednesday by 
a Missouri Senate-House confer- 
ence committee, providing an in- 
terest rate of nearly 27 per cent 
on loans up to $500, will be op- 
posed by the Missouri Bankers 
Association, John R. Kirk Jr., 
president of Plaza Bank and St. 
Louis member of the association’s 
legislative committee, said today. 

“We had no information that 
such a measure was to be brought 
up at this time,” Kirk said. “The 
proposed rate, we believe, would 
not be in the public interest, since 
it would not provide adequate pro- 
tection for all classes of bor- 
rowers. 

“The man who needs $10,000 
can get the money at a low rate, 
but the fellow who has to have 
$100 right away would be left to 
the mercy of the money-lender. 
The seven members of our com- 
mittee and Leslie Curry, associ- 
ation president, are arranging to 
have bankers tell their represen- 
tatives how they feel about the 


measure.” 

Under the bill, which is set for 
action in the House Tuesday, 
there would be an annual charge 
of $14.50 for each $100 borrowed 
up to $500. With repayment in 
monthly installments, -actual in- 
terest has been figured at rates 
varying from 23 to 26.77 per cent. 
The Senate cannot act on the con- 
ference report until Oct. 31, when 
that body will reconvene.

PAY RISE BILL FOR-TOP 
U.S. OFFICIALS SIGNED 


Conferees Meantime Agree 
on Boosts for Civil Service 
and Postal Workers. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 (AP)— 
President Truman signed into law 
today pay increases for 253 top 
federal officials and Senate-House 
conferees agreed on compromise 
legislation for increases totaling 
about $243,000,000 for 1,385,000 
lower-level Government workers, 

The conferees agreed on: 

1, An average annual increase 
of $151 for 885,000 civil service 
employes, a compromise between 
the Senate’s $160 and the 
House’s $113. 

2. A flat rise of $120 a year 
for nearly all regular postal em- 
ployes and upward adjustments 
for others. About 500,000 Post 
Office workers are covered by 
the agreement. 

The two compromise bills still 
are subject to approval by the Sen- 
ate and House. 

The cost of the civil service {n- 
creases is estimated at about 
$130,000,000 annually. The price 
tag on the postal increase is fig- 
ured at around $113,000,000 a year. 

The House had voted a flat an- 
nual increase of $150 for most 
regular postal workers. The Sen- 
ate authorized $100. 

In addition to the compromise 
$120, the conferees agreed on a 
2%-cent-an-hour pay boost for 
hourly postal employes, and a 6 
per cent hike for fourth-class 
postmasters, 

The new law boosting salaries 
of Cabinet officers and other key 
officials is designed to meet the 
‘President’s complaint that the old 
Pay scale made it hard to get 
capable men for top jobs.

Homer, 
who plays Huck Finn to Henry Aldrich’s Tom 
Sawyer, is portrayed by Jack Kelk who is also 
the radio Homer. He looks, to my very great 
surprise, just as adolescent as he sounds, some- 
thing I didn’t believe possible. 

Homer’s father is also the same guy on radio 
and TV, man@named House Jameson. Right 
here I'd like to digress a little on the subject of 
television parents, of which there are now quite 
a few. The most convincing of them all are the 
Goldbergs, played respectively .by Philip Loeb 
and Gertrude Berg. When Loeb walks in the 
front door, he looks every inch a family man. 
He’s had a terrible day at the office. Tomorrow 
will be worse. He doesn’t know where he'll get 
the money to pay for the new stove. In short, a 
father.

HOUSE JAMESON LOOKS as if he’d just left 
an N.B.C. dressing room and so does Lois .Wilson, 
who plays Mrs. Aldrich.

up, too neat altogether. Your true father is a 


little rumpled. There should be creases not only 
in his clothes but in his face. Otherwise, he 
clearly hasn’t lived fatherhood to the full, 
Equally guilty of this stainless parenthood are 
the television parents of C.B.§.’s Wesley, another 
teen-ager. They are entirely too unfurrowed to 
have been the parents of two teen-age kids unless 
they kept them chained in the backyard for 14 
years. 

Clifford Goldsmith, who wrote the play “What 
a Life” in which Henry Aldrich first saw kleig 
light, is writing the television series and, on the 
basis of an opening sample, appears to have lost 
his touch. It was a dismal little piece about a 
mixup of identities in a hospital, Henry, of 
course, being one of the identities. There wasn’t 
a laugh in it unless I was in an unusually surly 
mood and I don’t think I was.

THE TRANSPOSITION OF these big radio 
hits into big television hits is not going to be as 
easy as it looks. For one thing, the listener ac- 
cepts in radio an air of burlesque—the exagger- 
ated mannerism, the phony laugh, the trumped- 
up situation—that he will not, I believe, accept so 
readily in television. I don’t, for example, think

EFORE going into our last 
B few days of restricted meals, 

we might consider this matter 
of exercise about which there have 
been many inquiries.

Economical 
Menus for 
Tomorrow 
By Meta Given 


RESH cranberry time is here 
again which reminds us that 
this fruit is as American as 


were eating them when they ar- 
rived, Have you ever counted up 
the qualities in cranberries that 
appeal to you? Their color and 
shape first catches our eye and 
imagination. The first person who 
bit into a ripe raw berry must 
have found the taste tantalizing 
and was tempted to see what hap- 
pened when the berries were 
cooked. He or she discovered that 
cooking improved the color and 
intensified the tartness. When su- 
gar was added to the fruit the 
result was gratifying because of 
the increased translucency of the 
fruit, and the clarity and bril- 
liance of the resulting juice which 
can vie with rubies. 

Another interesting perform- 
ance is that when the cooked 
berries are pureed and recooked 
for a short time with sugar, there 
is enough pectin to produce a rich 
red opaque jelly stiff enough to 
mold, slice or cut into all sorts of 
fancy shapes. 

The sprightly flavor of the 
sweet cooked berries or the jelly 
makes a most complementary ac- 
companiment to any kind of meat, 
poultry or game. That is the role 
in which cranberries have served 
longest. In recent years home 
economists have found that cran- 
berries fit admirably into any part 
of the meal. The juice makes a 
delicious cocktail for starting the 
meal. It makes lovely punch, 
slices of the jelly make excellent 
sandwich fillings. The berries or 
jelly are an excellent salad, muf- 
fin, roll and coffee cake constitu- 
ent. Cranberries can be converted 
into all types of dessert from the 
frozen ones like sherbet and 
mousse to chiffon and regular old- 
time berry pies. ' 


FOR SUNDAY. 

BREAKFAST: Tomato juice, 
waffles, link sausages. 

DINNER: Roast leg of lamb, 
browned potatoes, mint sauce, car- 
rots and peas, mixed green salad, 
bread and butter, egg nog ice 
cream. 

SUPPER: Cranberry chicken 
loaves, canned pear salad, butter 
cookies. For adequate nutrition 
see that milk used in cooking and 
for beverage use total one quart 
for children and one pint for 
adults.

It will be observed that this 
long and devious bidding sequence 
ended up with East-West the vice 
tims and North-South victorious, 
instead the other way round, 
which should have been the case. 
East went down 800 points at four 
hearts, whereas South could have 
been beaten at least 200, and in 
all probability 500, at three spades. 

It was, of course, East’s rather 
desperate four-diamagnd bid which 
put his side in the soup, but this 
was only the final link in a chain 
of bidding for which West was 
solely responsible. It was not that 
East failed to “catch” West's 
psychic spade call—on the con- 
trary, he caught it too well! When 
North overcalled that psychic bid 
with a no-trump (a questionable 
but extremely fortunate decision), 
and South then bid and rebid 
spades, East, not unnaturally, got 
the fixed idea that West was very 
short in the suit—that he had had 
excellent reasons for fearing! On 
top of this was the fact that West 
had bid three hearts. Actually, 
this latter bid was more danger- 
ous, and far more misleading, than 
the psychic spade bid! Added to 
the other “evidence,” it convinced 
East of two false facts: That his 
own defense against thrée spades 
was not quite adequate, ‘and that 
West must have distributional 
values, since he so obviously 
lacked high cards. Certainly, East 
could not visualize his partner's 
horrible 4-3-3-3 pattern, and he 
hoped that he might “strike gold” 
by bidding four diamonds, This 
writer does not approve East's 
last bid, but he does sympathize 
with East™

My Day” ~o- 
NEW YORK, Friday 
A WHOLE. day yesterday with- 
out going out to Lake Success 
seemed almost too rich a gift 

of free time for me. But I will 
have to go out Saturday morning, 
so I imagine that is why they gave 
us the day off during the week! 

I have been reading the argu- 
ments on our defense problems 
with growing concern. This drag- 
ging out into the open the differ- 
ences among the armed services 
may be healthy for us, but I won- 
der if it has made a very good im- 
pression on the other governments 
throughout the world. I wonder 
whether, in throwing brickbats at 
each other, we don’t unknowingly 
give away information that might 
tetter be kept in the hands of the 
people entrusted with the defense 
of our nation. _ 

I was brought up by my husband 
to have a great affection for the 
Navy. As he had been much in- 
fluenced in his early days by 
by Alfred Thayer Mahan’s books, 
he naturally thought that a strong 
Navy was essential to defense. 

There was a time when navies 
were not considered so important. 
Armies were more important. Lat- 
er, the Navy came into its own 
and now perhaps air forces have 
superseded both armies and 
navies. But no one will deny, 
I think, that the proper combina- 
tion of all three is what really 
safeguards a nation. 

The decision as to the relative 
power and kind of power to be 
given to each one of the services 
must rest with our military chiefs. 
There must be a joint decision ar- 
rived at by the chiefs of the Army, 
Navy and Air Force. This is one 
place where personal jealousies, 
either for yourself or for your 
particular branch of the service, 
cannot be allowed to supersede the 
over-all good of the nation. 

I have always wanted to see a 


gradua] disarmament of individual 
nations and a strengthening of a 
collective force within the United 
Nations, and I hope some day we 
will achieve that end. 

It cannot be achieved, however, 
until the Russians lose their dis- 
trust of the rest of the world, 
open their country to casual inter- 
change in the same way that the 
other countries of the world do, 
and meet us all on the same ba- 
sis that we meet the other na- 
tions, so that fear and suspicion 
gradually die down. When thig 
happens we will be able to have 
a collective force in the U. N. and 
an international inspection force 
that will assure every nation of 
its safety. No nation then will be 
able to build up secret forces un- 
known to that inspection group. 

The Russians say they want 
peace. This is the way it can be 
assured for them and for all of us. 
Until, however, they are willing 
to go along with us on this I think 
it is probably the duty of the 
United States to remain strong 
from the military point of view. 

I trust the people of the United 
States and their real desire for 
peace. I fee] sure they will never 
want to use their force in aggres- 
sive action against another coun- 
try. I do not blame some other 
nations for lacking this complete 
confidence in us, because both in 
our newspapers and among cer- 
tain groups in this country things 
have been said and done that 
might lead to fears on the part of 
other people. There has never 
beer since the last war, however, 
any action on the part of our Gove 
ernment that justified the suspi- 
cion that responsible Government 
officials would for a minute coun- 
tenance a war of aggression. I 
feel quite sure that our people as 
a whole would look with horror 
upon any such action. 
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
